East End of the Valley. 


The 
most 
encouraging accounts 
come from every part of the county in 
regard to the growing crops. 
Mr. P. 
Potts and Col. Tustin of Tustin City 
were here to-day. They speak of their 
town and surrounding country in the 
most enthusiastic terms. 
Their bar­ 
ley is heading with the prospect of 
making the largest crop ever harvest­ 
ed in the cour ty. The fruits and veg­ 
etables are as line as could be wished, 
in fact everything that soil will pro­ 
duce is growingon a huge scale. 
The 
population has increased one hundred 
per cent, within twelve mouths and 
still they come. All the old chronic 
invalids who settled there are now 
well and hearty. 
This is an age of 
wonders, but we do not wonder at the 
prosperity of Tustin and surrounding 
country, neither will anybody else 
when they look at it. 


California Strawberries. 


The Nevada (Cal.) Transcript of a 
recent date says: “Felix Cillet has 
Iirtseuted us with a box of ripe straw- 
•erries, of the ‘Princess Dagmar’ vari­ 
ety, which had just been picked from 
the vines in his gardens. Ripe straw ­ 
berries, some of which measure three 
and a quarter inches in circumference, 
on the 13th of December, and grown 
in the open air at an altitude of2,35U 
feet above the ocean, with huge banks 
of snowjthree or four feet in bight, and 
not thirty miles distant, shows what 
kind of a climate we have in Califor­ 
nia, and particularly in the foothills 
of the Sierra Nevada mountains.” 
We know the people of Los Angeles 
look upon such items as stale and un­ 
interesting. The idea that people will 
blow about a few strawberries in sight 
of a bank of snow, looks ridiculous to 
the people of this valley where we have 
strawberries the year round; with 
green peas, tomatoes and almost ev­ 
ery other vegetable that grows, and 
all under the shadow of the most beau­ 
tiful snow covered mountains in the 
world. Yes here where the melting 
snow furnishes our people with pure 
ice water the year round, which they 
mix with cream and strawberries, and 
sitting under the shade of the orange, 
olive, and fig trees in the midst of 
roses, heliotropes, and cape jessa­ 
mines, sip] and feast to their heart’s 
content. The talk about a little box 
of strawberries to this people makes 
us smile. But the citizens of our sun­ 
ny clime must bear with these things, 
and remember that our papers are read 
by people who are shivering around a 
roaring fire in their tight 
houses 
with every door and window closed 
and the only sound they hear is the 
piercing wind and cracking ice out­ 
side. These items to such people are 
like tales from a fairy land. They 
think and talk and dream about the 
Winter strawberries and snow mouu- 
taius in Bummer with more interest 
than a Californian would about strik­ 
ing a bonanza. It is strange how 
soon the familiarity with these scenes 
erases from our minds the impression 
they made upon us at first sight. 
Having left a country bound up in the 
cold embrace of ice and snow, where 
cattle could only live in tight barns, 
uHd travel was on sleighs, crossing the 
continent without seeing a speck of 
green vegetation, except the dreary 
pine forests in the mountains, then af­ 
ter two days’ lashing of the sea waves 
from Ban Francisco, we land at W il­ 
mington and run across the valley to 
this city. After such a voyage the ap­ 
proach to this city presents a scene 
more inspiring than any we have wit­ 
nessed on earth. As soon as we enter 
upon the valley the bleating herds are 
seen in every direction feeding upon 
ciover and other rich grasses, one to 
two feet 
high. Soon 
the 
farms 
and farm houses are seen dotting 
the valley as far as the eye can reach, 
surrounded with green hedges and or­ 
namental evergreens. Then we ap­ 
proach the orange, lime, lemon and 
olive groves, loaded with their green 
and golden fruits. We shall never 
forget the sensation these scenes pro­ 
duce on us at first sight. 
We felt like 
throwing up our hat and shouting for 
joy. And when we arrived in the city 
and stood upon the platform and view­ 
ed the surrounding scene, the inspira­ 
tion was increased. The little, quiet 
city snugly ensconced just at the foot 
of the mountains with the running, 
little streams of water as clear as 
chrysta), all through the streets, with 
the 
evergreen 
trees and beautiful 
shrubbery bordering the sidewalks 
and towering mountains a few miles 
distant covered with snow ; and to en­ 
hance it all, the atmospbere]around us 
was balmy as the most lovely Spring 
morning. The whole scene to us, at 
that time, was lovely beyond the pow­ 
er of language. But like everybody 


else that remains here, we became 
used to it. It becomes necessary now 
for the old citizens to make a journey 
in order to appreciate Los Angeles. 


The Times. 


In our exchanges we gather items 
from every part of the world, and to 
say that there is a general complaint 
of hard times everywhere would not 
convey the whole truth. There is ac­ 
tual snfFering in many places. 
With 
us there is no suffering and scarcely 
any complaint of hard times. It is 
true some few men who have over­ 
traded themselves are growling a lit­ 
tle, but this is nothing uncommon, it 
is always so in every country. The 
truth is we do not discover that our 
people are any more pressed now than 
they have been for years passed. Eve­ 
rything moves in an even, quiet way, 
that is always witnessed in a prosper­ 
ous and happy community. The sus­ 
pension of our banks some time ago 
gave the people a little scare and 
shook the confidence of the people to 
some extent, but upon the reopening 
of the banks, confidence was fully re­ 
stored. Subsequently when one of our 
banks went into liquidation, the peo­ 
ple were calm and took the most phil­ 
osophical view of the case, all hoping 
to receive dollar for dollar. We men­ 
tion these things to show the finan­ 
cial back-bone of this community. 
We have never lived in a country 
before 
that would not have gone 
into a financial stampede under simi­ 
lar circumstances. 
We give our peo­ 
ple credit for good sound philosophy 
as well as financial strength. True 
philosophy is only another name for 
good common sense, and is not taught 
in books, but comes from our mothers. 
A deficiency at this precious article is 
causing, more than anything else, the 
hard times in the East. 
There is a 
great surplus of money there. 
It is 
really begging on the streets to be 
taken at four to seven per cent, inter­ 
est, and finds no takers. 
Good com­ 
mon sense would teach the moneyed 
men to use this money in some way 
to give employment to the starving 
thousauds of idle people around them. 
It is said that avarice and jealousy 
dwarfs and destroys every other facul­ 
ty of the human soul, and we fear our 
Eastern friends have about dried up 
the fountain of common sense. 
There 
is no scarcity of money, and there are 
plenty of provisions for everybody, 
and with their 
machinery, public 
works and manufacturing interests 
everybody could be .kept at work, and 
the country would be prosperous and 
happy. But unfortunately for that 
country the great bulk of the money 
is in 
the hands of the few who 
care for naught but self. These tilings 
are common and have often occurred 
in the world’s history; it is hard on 
the poor but it will come right by and 
by. A few turns of the old wheel of 
time, has always loosened the purse 
strings of these cormorants. Our mo­ 
ney gods of the nineteenth century 
are just as frail as all those who have 
preceded them. 
But we hardly think 
we shall have to wait for the ordinary 
caurse of time to abate the present 
hard times in the east. Thousauds of 
operatives are only waiting to see 
what Congress will do in the matter 
of tariff. 
A few months, perhaps a 
few weeks, will put a thousad ma­ 
chines in mation that are now idle and 
thus give an impetus to all business.

‘Oranges, Sweet Oranges!” 


The profits of the retail 
orange 
trade iii Los Angeles must lie very 
considerable. 
Mr. Wiggin, one of the 
men who patrols the town with a light 
spring wagon, supplying our citizens 
with this fruit, told us yesterday that 
he made a profit of $4,000 last year 
from his traffic. He purchased all of 
the fallen oranges of the Wolfskill or­ 
chard—some 4,000 bushels—at 75cents 
per bushel, or nearly half a cent 
apiece. The greater part of this lot lie 
sold from his wagon at 50 cents a 
bucketful. These oranges, from tlie 
fact that they were too ripe for ship­ 
ment, were rather unsalable for dis­ 
tant markets, while the very best for 
home consumption. 
Mr. Wiggin at­ 
tributes his success largely to his fine 
voice and liis “Sweet Orange” song; 
but then he is a Yankee from New 
Hampshire. 


Cameron set some men at work yes­ 
terday to build a wire coop on the lot 
adjoining his fish market, hour small 
posts were to be set up and a net-work 
ol wire stretched between tlienq with 
a light wooden roof. 
This structure 
was to contain his game and poultry, 
and would have been both ornament­ 
al and useful, according to the plan 
which he gave us. 
He had proceeded 
but a little way in the erection of the 
coop when an officer arrived with an 
order from a member of the Common 
Council to stop operations. 
It does 
not seem to us that the coop would 
have been sufficiently combustible to 
be an infringement of the ordinance 
regulating the erection of buildings 
within the fire limits, and we hope lie 
will be allowed to proceed, as liis mar­ 
ket is a great accommodation to the 
Eublic, and it is necessary for him to 
ave some place where lie can keep 
poultry and game alive and healthy. 


L e g isla tiv e P ro c e e d in g s. 


S a c r a m e n t o , Feb. 15.—The Sen­ 
ate met pursuant to adjournment, 
Lient.Gov. Johnson in t lie chair. 
O’Connor, from the Committee on 
Claims, reported from a majority of the 
Committee upon the Senate bill au­ 
thorizing the payment of the claims 
of Jeffries and John Tillings, late State 
printing experts. 
Graves, from the Santa Barbara 
delegation, reported the Assembly bill 
authorizing the Board of Supervisors 
of Santa Barbara county to issue bonds 
for the purpose of erecting a court 
house and jail; also the bill amending 
the incorporation act of Santa B ar­ 
bara, and the bill providing for the 
transfer of certain Court papers from 
Santa Barbara to Ventura county—re­ 
commending the passageof all. 
Beasei, from the Alameda delega­ 
tion, reported and recommended the 
passage of t lie Senate bill incorporat­ 
ing the town of Haywood. The rules 
were suspended, the bill considered on 
Committee of the whole and passed. 
Gibbons, by conseut, introduced a 
concurrent resolution relative to tin* 
death of Dr. T. M. Logan, 
it recount­ 
ed the many eminent services ren ler- 
ed by the deceased to the State, and 
provided that when the Senate ad­ 
journed to-day it should adjourn out 
of respect to liis memory. 
Roach presented a memorial front 
the Hygienic physicians of San Fran­ 
cisco, protesting against the regula­ 
tion by law of the practice of medi­ 
cines. 
The Senate then went into execu­ 
tive session over the appointment of 
the Governor of E. M. Sanford, as 
Brigadier-General of the First Brig­ 
ade, and unanimously concurred in 
the same. 
Ileaselt asked and obtained permis­ 
sion to withdraw Senate bill establish­ 
ing the Detective force. The introduc­ 
tion of bills then followed. 
Spencer introduced a bill to e s t a b ­ 
lish a State force for the detection and 
arrest of criminals. 
Referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 
Turner introduced a bill relating, to 
bank deposits, providing that all mon­ 
ies on deposit in t lie banks of this 
State that have been so deposited for 
five years, and have not been claimed 
or demanded by t lie depositors there­ 
of, or by his legal represi ntative, must 
be immediately paid to the State 
Treasurer, to be applied by him for the 
benefit of the common school fund. 
The deposits can afterwards be re­ 
deemed upon ownership. 
Bush offered concurrent resolution 
asking Congress to make an appropri­ 
ation for a light house and fog bells at 
Santa Monica. Los Angeles County 
Referree Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation. 
Turner introduced a bill for prohibit­ 
ing county officers from presenting 
any claim, account or demand for al­ 
lowance against the county for any 
other person than himself, and not al­ 
lowing him to advocate in any way 
the relief asked on claim made by any 
another. 
Referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 
Assembly messages calling up for 
consideration the Asssembly bill rati­ 
fying and confirming ordinance No. 
47, passed by the Common Council 
of 
Santa 
Barbara, and 
approved 
by the Mayor of said city, and ordi­ 
nance No. 48, passed and approved 


likewise on the 24th day]of January, 
1876. was referred to the Committee 
on Corporations. 
On motion the Senate took up the 
general file and considered only the 
local bilis thereon. 
The hill authorizing tin* Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of Los 
Angeles to issue bonds for the im ­ 
provement.of the irrigation in said 
city, after being considered in Com­ 
mittee of the Whole, was passed. 
Several local bills were passed in 
succession. 
Considerable debate was had upon 
the bill destrieting the city of Oak­ 
land into wards. 
The delegation was 
divided on the proposition, Senator 
Beaselt being in favor and Senator 
Gibbons being against the bill. It 
was a sort of party measure and would 
have the effect of giving the Democrats 
of Oakland an opportunity of electing 
their candidates to office, and for that 
reason it wasqu e ly though not openly 
encouraged by several Senators. The 
bill had already passed the Assembly, 
so that this was a vital moment. Sen­ 
ators from Ban Francisco opposed the 
bill on account of the evil effects 
which resulted to Ban Francisco from 
alik e law which was in operation in 
that city up to U few years since. They 
opposed the system of electing Super- 
visorsand members of a Board of Edu­ 
cation by districts or wards, alleging 
that Ooklnnd would s^Ier under the 
system contemplated by the bill. Fi­ 
nally tlie bill was passed by a vote of 
eighteen ayes to fourteen noes. 
Mill gave notice of a motion to re­ 
consider. 
On motion of Lewis the Assembly 
bill fixing the terms of the Board of 
Supervisors of Monterey county was 
taken from the general file and re­ 
committed to the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee.

Murnliy, of Ban Francisco presented 
a petition from the wholesale liquor 
dealers of Ban Francisco, remonstra­ 
ting against tin* enactment of a law 
creating a State gauger of wines and 
liquors. 
Chapman,of Pulmas,presented a res­ 
olution relative to the occupation by 
railroads of the mountain passes be­ 
tween the Pacific ocean and the Mis- 
sississippi valley. 
Referred to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. 
Bills were introduced by Murphy, of 
Del Norte, providing for an examina­ 
tion into the sale and disposal of State 
bonds. 
Referred to the t ommittee on 
Land Monopoly. 
By McConnell authoUz.iig the Cor­ 
poration of the City of Los Angeles to 
issue bonds for the building of a main 
public sewer in said city, and to pro­ 
vide for their payment. Referred to 
the Los Angeles delegation. 
Brieeland ottered a resolution plac­ 
ing the Assembly Chamber at the ser­ 
vice of theprincipal of the Deaf, Dumb 
and Blind Asylum, that he may have 
an opportunity of explaining ito the 
Assembly the mode of treatment pur­ 
sued at the Asylum and of displaying 
the proficiency of the pupils. The 
House then considered and passed the 
Senate concurrent resolutions of re­ 
spect to the memory of Dr. Logan. 
Alter recess the time for the special 
order--namely, the House bill con­ 
cerning the office of Btate Harbor 
Commissioner, and providing for the 
government of the harbor ofSan Fran­ 
cisco, was announced. 
This is per­ 
haps and of the most important bills 
yet presented to the Legislature, as it 
reconstructs tne entire liurbor front of 
Sail Francisco,ami requires the closest 
consideration 
and scrutiny at the 
hand of the Legislators to make the 
enactment clear and explicit in its 
terms. The hill had already passed 
the Senate where it received a careful 
examination. The Assembly consid­ 
ered 
the 
bill 
until 
nearly 
six 
o’clock, when it came up on 
its 
final passage the ayes and noes were 
called with the following result: Ayes 
59, noes 4, and the bill was passed. 
A caucus meeting of Democratic 
members of the Assembly was an­ 
nounced to take place this evening at 
7:30 in the Assembly\chamber. The 
object of the meeting has not as yet 
bean disclosed, but it is understood to 
have reference to pending and pro­ 
posed legislation.

A report of the Committee of E n­ 
gineers appointed to examine the 
Fast Los Angeles bridge was submit­ 
ted as follows: 
To the Honorable, the Common Coun­ 
cil of the, d tp of Los Atújeles. 
< ¡F.NTLKMen 
We, the undersign­ 
ed, appointed to report upon the street 
railroad bridge crossing the river from 
near Gerkins’ house to Fast Los An­ 
geles, beg leave (o state that we have 
examined the bridge now in course of 
construction. 
We find that it would, in case of a 
high flood, endanger the lower part of 
the city for the following reasons: The 
bridge Is diagonal to the direction of 
the current, and in case of high water 
and lodgments of drifts sufficient to 
close or narrow the openings, would 
direct the current againt the South 
bank of tlio river, thereby causing the 
river to oqerflow the bank. We find 
the bridge too low, as in case of much 
drifts it would soon fill up. The top 
stringer course would, in such case, act 
as a clam, raising the water above the 
level it would a tain, if free from such 
obstruction. 
We object to the encroachment on 
the bed of the river by the earth em­ 
bankment on the Northeast bank. 
Would suggest that tiie location of 
the b'idgebe established at right an­ 
gles to the direction of the current, or 
if diagonal, then the East end of the 
bridge should be down below a line at 
right angles to the current. Would 
recommend that tiie opening bo in- 
creasad to thirty feet, and that the 
height of the bridge be increased at 
least three feet above tlie present 
grade.
